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Boating Seminar 
Power Squadron Offers GPS Training 

The Mattapoisett Power Squadron in associa- 
tion with the Marion Natural History Museum, proudly 
presents "Understanding Your GPS and Advanced GPS 
Topics," two three-hour seminars from 9:00 am to 12:00 
noon and 1:00 to 4:00 pm on Saturday, February 11, 2006 
at the Marion Natural History Museum, 8 Spring Street 
(upstairs from the Elizabeth Taber Library) in Marion. 
Registration will be at the door from 8:30 to 9:00 am 

The objective of the GPS seminars is to answer a 
need for basic training in how to use a GPS receiver and 
perform simple navigational tasks. 

Beginning with a short background on the Global 
Positioning System, this seminar starts by having you 
turn your GPS receiver on and proceeds from there to 
introduce you the student to the various capabilities of the 
Global Positioning System. GPS is no longer just within 
the purview of mariners and airplane pilots. On Star®, 
Garmin and other companies have introduced mobile 
GPS systems for automobiles and trucks. Many compa- 
nies now use GPS to route their trucks on a daily or job 
basis. 

After turning your receiver on you will be intro- 
duced to the concept of latitude and longitude, and use 
of GPS will be demonstrated. The seminar is based upon 
a handheld GPS unit; however, most fixed unit and chart

plotters operate in a similar manner. The small handheld 
GPS unit is typically more difficult to use with its smaller 
screen and limited operational buttons. These units 
employ menus, submenus and various screens to present 
information. The first part of the seminar develops profi- 
ciency with operating a handheld GPS unit. An exercise 
turning the unit on and using it in simulation mode will 
be per formed. 

The next part of the seminar develops and per- 
forms basic waypoint to waypoint navigation. The advent 
of GPS has changed the way mariners navigate. GPS tells

you where you are and will tell you how the shortest 
way to get where you want to go. It will not, however, 
necessarily tell you the safest or best way to reach your 
destination. Today's new GPS units come with some basic 
software of maps or charts or both loaded in the instru- 
ment; however, you may have to purchase additional 
software to effectively use your GPS unit on sea or land. 
You will learn to plan and enter waypoints into your unit 
and then use those waypoints to develop routes. An exer- 
cise on entering waj^oints and developing a route will be 
performed. Upon completion of this, you will know how 
to use your GPS to navigate. 

The cost for this seminar is $40 per person. You 
should bring your GPS receiver equipped with fresh 
batteries to the seminar. GPS units will not be provided; 
although, be some demonstration units will be available 
to assist in the presentation.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

I must have some teeth extracted and I intend to have implants placed to 
restore my ability to chew. Can a dental implant be placed at the same visit as the 
teeth are extracted? 



A 



Yes, but placing a dental implant immediately and at the time of the extraction depends upon the 
amount of available bone and the lack of active infection in the area. Placing the implant at the same visit helps 
to preserve both the width and height of bone and may eliminate the necessity of placing bone grafts 

where the bone naturally shrinks back after extractions. During the first year after a tooth has been removed, as 
much as 40-50% of the bone's width can be lost. In cases where an implant can be placed immediately following 
the extraction, it is sometimes necessary to use tissue regeneration material to keep the gum tissue from growing 
into the space between the implant and the extracted tooth's socket. This protects the area so that new bone may 
integrate with the implant. However, sometimes tooth infection has destroyed the bone to such an extent, that it 
becomes necessary to do a separate bone grafting procedure, prior to implant placement. If it is possible to place 
the implant at the same visit the teeth are extracted, you can save at least 3 months in healing time. Otherwise, 
you'll need to wait for the extraction site to fully heal before an implant can be placed.

These numbers are estimates provided by (ORR School 
Superintendent) Dr. William Cooper today. Rochester Memorial 
School (RMS) needs more money for special needs in FY 07. The 
additional amoimt is estimated at $257,786. This would bring the 
total SPED budget to $1,319,097 (State Mandated). 

In addition, should there is no state funding for FuU- 
Time Kindergarten (Not Mandated) and Extended-Day Classes 
(Not Mandated). The RMS budget increase would be $229,188 
and $700,000, respectively. 

Here is my point: Unless a program is state mandated, 
we should hold the line on spending. There are many seniors 
and taxpayers in town who cannot afford an increase in their 
taxes to pay for non-mandated school programs. If the town 
had unlimited ftinds, then such programs would make sense.

e Capote. Starring Philip Seymour Hoffman and 
Catherine Keener. Directed by Bennett Miller. 
Running time: 98 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
Try as it might to wrestle with the ethics of 
writing. Capote is a very minor film with a major 
performance. That performance is by Clifton Col- 
lins Jr. as Perry Smith, the killer made famous in 
Truman Capote's "nonfiction novel" In Cold Blood 
(and played in the 1967 film version by Robert Blake). Collins, who 
impressed me as the coke-snorting campus drug dealer in The Rules 
of Attraction, gives us a murderer with the soul of an artist, a man 
intelligent enough to wonder how he and his partner Dick Hickock 
came to kill an entire family. You understand why Capote finds Perry 
interesting enough to keep visiting and writing about. 

And Philip Seymour Hoffman (who has already picked up a Golden 
Globe and a SAG Award for his performance, and is considered a favorite 
for the Best Actor Oscar)? He's good, too, but the movie seldom gives 
him a chance to rise above caricature. His Tnmian Capote is the Capote 
we're famihar with from countless talk-show appearances: fey, witty, 
self-aware of his self-absorption. What happens when a cosmopolitan 
sprite like Capote collides with the rough masculine world of law 
enforcement? Capote manages to charm everyone he meets in sleepy, 
wheat-covered Kansas, giving no one a chance to reject him as a snob 
or a homosexual. We understand intellectually that beneath that charm 
is a remorseless ambition — to write the great American book about 
the Kansas murders — driven, in turn, by his rootless upbringing and 
need for approval. Unfortunately, the motives of an affluent writer are 
considerably less compelling, and useful, than those of a killer. 

Hoffman tries, but mainly just gets the surface of Capote. There's 
more going on with Capote's lifelong friend Harper Lee, author of To 
Kill a Mockingbird, played by Catherine Keener with a nicely restrained 
sharpness. I could've done with more scenes of Capote and Lee, and a 
bit less of Capote whining on the phone about the book he's writing, 
or not writing. He zeroes in on Perry, the sensitive killer — a fabulous 




subject! — and seduces him into his confidence. 1 applaud the film for 
keeping Capote's feelings about Perry ambiguous; we're never sure 
if he really likes Perry or is just cozying up to him for the book. But 
the movie assumes our interest in Capote's conflict with himself is 
stronger than our interest in, say, the relatives of the victims, or even 
the other killer Dick Hickock, who's barely sketched in. 

Non-directed by Bennett Miller, who previously made the 1998 
documentary The Cruise, the film runs only 98 minutes but drags ter- 
ribly, its camera wading through drab color schemes that the peacock 
Capote himself would've found intolerable. Whether the fault of the 
soimd mix or the theater's sound system, much of the dialogue is 
incomprehensible, particularly Capote's. The film has ridden to its 
nominations for Best Picture and Best Director on the strong back of 
Philip Seymour Hoffman, who has given better performances in better 
movies; this is simply his year, his time to be recognized by his admir- 
ing peers. Capote is more fun to talk about than to watch; its chosen 
subject and theme deserved a writer and director who could make its 
interiorized conflicts crackle, and Bennett Miller just points and shoots 
like a TV hack. I was ready for a solid drama about a writer entering 
the heart of darkness and, through equal amounts of manipulation 
and compassion, emerging with great literature. Capote is that drama, 
sort of, but it's oddly remote and full of editing choices (sometimes 
the movie plays as though they used the first take of whatever they 
had and banged it together as best they could in the editing bay) that 
distance it even further. Is this the best that American independent film 
can muster nowadays?

It's not surprising that Stephen King's latest return 
to form, Cell, is appropriately dedicated to both film 
director George A. Romero (Night of the Living Dead) 
and author Richard Matheson {I Am Legend). Because 
even though the reigning horror King's latest page- 
turner doesn't rise to the level of either of these creative 
minds' seminal works, the taut novel is a relentless 
depiction of mass paranoia and terror that certainly 
owes a considerable debt to both. 

After truly frightening legions of fans by hinting 
that he might retire or, at the very least, take a long 
sabbatical from writing after finally completing his 
stalwart Dark Tower series. King is back with a ven- 
geance with an unabashed horror tale that is steeped in 
the now-familiar author's trademark blend of wit, social 
commentary, dead-on dialogue, and brand-name-drop- 
pings. 

It's also dripping with blood and gore and spares 
no time in getting to the, um, meat of the plot. When 
you've encountered a teenage girl literally taking a bite 
out of a woman's neck and a man tearing a dog's ear off 
with his teeth within the first ten pages, you know the 
author's not serving up family-friendly fare like Eyes 
of the Dragon or The Girl Who Loved Tom Gordon. 

As a reluctant cell phone owner and someone who 
harbors an admitted love-hate relationship with these 
round-the-clock modes of communication everyone 
now totes around on belt clips, in handbags, or — even 
more annoyingly — literally sticking out of their ears, 
I totally bought into King's premise of a mysterious 
"pulse" being delivered to everyone using a cell phone 
at a specific moment in time ... thereby reducing the 
users to babbling, enraged cannibals — zombies, if you 
will. 

That King reportedly loathes cell phones and has 
professed to never owning one only makes the metaphor 
that much more obvious. Everyone busy talking it up 
on cell phones at precisely 3:03 pm on the afternoon of 
October 1 in the book's opening pages turns into "bab- 
bling" and "inhuman" things. Those lucky, or maybe 
intelligent enough to refrain from cell phone use — the 
humans who opt to communicate face-to-face — are 
spared.

wholly likable and sympa- 
thetic Clayton Riddell, into 
forming and leading a rattled 
group of human survivors on 
a trek from Boston, where all 
hell has just broken loose, 
to his home in Kent Pond, 
Maine, so he can make sure 
his son hasn't been zombi- 
fied. It was here that Cell most reminded me of King's 
singularly great masterpiece. The Stand, the one book 
that remains nearest and dearest to my heart. 

Like Steven Spielberg's recent retelling of War of 
the Worlds, King's updated post- apocalyptic tale now 
carries the added weight of 9/11 and the more recent 
Hurricane Katrina disasters — both of which are refer- 
enced by characters here — and, as a result, the book 
takes on far more poignancy than The Stand did in the 
late 1970s. 

It was refreshing to see the author actually break 
out of the confines of his small-town Maine locations 
and open the book in the familiar setting of downtown 
Boston. Obviously King's recent experience watching 
his beloved Red Sox go on to World Series glory (which 
also resulted in his Faithful account of Beantown's bit 
of baseball history) left an impression on him and he 
peppers Cell with some nice Sox-related details. 

If the novel falters at any point, it's about midway 
when the central trio of Clay, Alice and Tom arrive at 
the fictitious Gaiten Academy in New Hampshire while 
enroute to Maine and spend far too much time trying 
to wrestle with how the "pulse" turned everyone into 
"phone-crazies." That may be because the first 100 
pages whip by with some of King's most brisk and 
visceral writing to date and, like the opening battle 
sequence of Saving Private Ryan, the need to pause for 
some backstory feels slow in comparison to the opening 
carnage witnessed near the Boston Common. 

Once back on familiar ground in Maine by the 
book's end, however, the author proves that the long trip 
— both Clay's and ours — was well worth taking.
